College  English  was  another  course  which 
many  students  took  to  prepare  themselves  for 
college.

One  of  the  interesting  departments 
at  SWHS  is  the  Social  Studies  Depart¬ 
ment.  This  course  presented  a  study 
of  human  activities.  Within  this  de¬ 
partment  students  analyzed  man: 
past,  present,  and  future. 

Mrs.  Mary  Comstock  and  Mr. 
Charles  Twa  worked  with  the  junior 
high  in  investigating  the  customs  of 
people  around  the  world.  The  subject 
of  U.S.  History  was  instructed  by  Mr. 
Charles  Twa  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Gorrell. 
In  this  course  juniors  studied  their 
heritage,  past  and  present. 

World  history,  economics,  and 
sociology  were  taught  by  Mr.  George 
Marshall.  Also  Mr.  Marshall  helped 
seniors  develop  knowledge  about 
government  procedure.  In  govern¬ 
ment  classes  the  seniors  planned  a 
mock-election  during  October  and 
November  with  voting  on  November 
5.

Department  offering  general  science, 
physical  science,  biology,  physics,  and 
chemistry.  These  courses  acquainted  each 
student  with  fundamental  science  and 
prepared  the  higher  caliber  students  for 
college. 

Biology  was  instructed  by  Mr.  Ron 
Richards.  Through  posters,  lectures,  and 
dissecting  of  specimens,  he  sought  to 
teach  every  student  the  basis  of  life. 

Mr.  Norman  Mahan  taught  the  rest  of 
the  science  curriculum.  In  physics  and 
chemistry  classes,  he  prepared  his  students 
for  college.  Laboratory  experiments  and 
lectures  were  the  methods  he  used  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  science  student's  understanding 
of  the  subjects.

Mathematics  and  Business  Courses  Ready 


The  high  school  math  courses  were 
designed  to  prepare  students  for 
future  college  courses  and  everyday 
living.  For  students  not  planning  to 
enter  college,  general  math  was 
offered  under  the  instruction  of  Mr. 
Kenpeth  Gorrell.  Members  of  this 
class  discussed  banking,  insurance 
rates,  installment  buying,  loans,  and 
simple  algebra  and  geometry. 

Mr.  William  Golden  taught  algebra 
I  and  II,  geometry,  trigonometry,  and 
advanced  mathematics.  These  courses 
were  offered  to  those  students  who 
wished  to  prepare  for  college.  Again 
this  year  Mr.  Golden  held  a  slide 
rule  class  for  an  eight-week  period. 
Those  students  who  took  this  class 
wilf  appreciate  it  greatly  in  future  math 
courses.

Agriculture  and  Industrial  Arts  Give  Boys 


In  freshman  agriculture  class,  all 
types  of  judging  were  stressed.  During 
the  first  six  weeks,  students  learned 
the  facts  concerning  land  judging. 
Next,  the  freshmen  learned  to  judge 
livestock  and  dairy  cattle.  This  re¬ 
quired  students  to  know  the  parts  of 
the  animals. 

In  the  spring,  students  learned  to 
judge  and  classify  grains,  grasses,  and 
weeds.  Students  also  were  required 
to  fill  out  record  books  for  the  year. 

Advanced  agriculture  students  con¬ 
structed  farm  machinery  for  different 
implement  dealers  in  the  area.  Also 
in  carpentry  the  students  built  feeders 
and  hog  houses  for  people  in  the 
community. 

Junior  high  students  were  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  field  of  agriculture.  Mr. 
Howard  Lea  instructed  all  high  school 
classes  and  an  adult  class  for  farmers 
in  the  community.

This  year's  home  economics  classes 
have  been  kept  busy  learning  the 
basic  fundamentals  of  modern  home¬ 
making  as  taught  by  Miss  Rebecca 
Fader.
